VETERAN RANKS | 
THINNING FAST: 


Only 79,300 Civil War Veter- 
ans Drawing Pension Dur- | 
ing Month of March | 








As Memorial day is just past 
the following figures regarding 
veterans of the great Civil war 
will be of special interest: 

According to the Pension 
Bureau at Washington, D. C. the 
mounting death rate among Civil 
war veterans reduccd the number 
in March to only ‘19,300 pen- 
sioners, a total of 1283 dying dur- 
ing that month. Once, in 1895 
these pensioners totaled 745,822, 
which was the peak, but it re- 
mained for increases in appro- 
priations to bring the highest in 
the amount of pensions in 1923, 
when $141,377,515 was disbursed. 

Every civil war pensioner is/| 
now more than 80 years old, but 
it was estimated at the bureau 
that a few of the civil war bene- | 
ficiaries will live twenty-five 
years more. This estimate is 
based on the fact that five Mexi- 
can war pensioners are still on! 
the roll, although it has been} 
eighty years since that war 

The last of the revolutionary 
war, Daniel F. Bakerman, died 
April 5, 1869, at the age of 109 
years, and ninety years after tna 
war of 1812 Hiram Cronk the 
last survivor, died.
